Highway Patrol Head to 
Visit Kansas City and 
St. Louis Offices—Bill 
for House Investiga- 
tion Pending.

JEFFERSON CITY, Jan. 23 — 
Gov. Phil M. Donnelly’s investi- 
gation of irregularities in the 
State Department of Revenue will 
be extended next week to branch 
offices in St. Louis, Kansas City 
and other, larger cities of the 
state, the Post-Dispatch was told 
today. 

State highway patrolmen, who 
have been doing the investigating 
here for the Governor, will carry 
the inquiry to the city branch 
offices, which first receive a large 
part of the $1.900,000 in taxes 
and other funds handled daily by 
the department. 

Col. Hugh H. Waggoner, super- 
intendent of the patrol, had ex- 
p2cted to begin work in the cities 
the latter part of this week but 
said that phase of the inquiry 
would open early next week. He 
said he planned to go first to 
Kansas City, then to St. Louis. 


“We hope to have something in 

a few days,” he said. 
Other Main Branches. 

Other main branches of the de- 
partment are in Maplewood, St. 
Joseph, Springfield, Joplin and 
Independence. The department 
also has 110 smaller branch of- 
fices scattered over the State, op- 
erated by persons on a fee basis.

4000-VOLT CABLE 
HITS BUS, DRIVER’S 
ACTION SAVES 29 


Quick thinking on the part of 2 
bus driver probably saved 29 pas- 
sengers from electrocution this 
morning when a 4000-volt electric 


cable broke and fell across the 


vehicle. 

William Lindhorst, driver for 
the V-K Lines, had picked up pas- 
sengers at the South Broadway 
terminus of the line, most of them 
employes of Veterans and Koch 
Hospitals on their way to work, 
when the cable snapped and 
stretched over the bus. 

“We were blinded by blue 


„sparks shooting around us and I 


looked out and saw what had hap- 
pened,” Lindhorst reported. “I 
yelled to them all to stay inside 
or they'd be electrocuted.” Then 
— slammed the doors and drove 
off. 


The bus's rubber tires served as 
insulation, but if anyone had 
stepped down to the wet pave- 
ment he might have grounded the 
entire bus and-electrotuted its 
passengers, a Union Electric Co. 
spokesman said. a Was 
switched off automatically within 
seconds.

$16,800 A YEAR AFTER TAXES 
FOR ONLY 80 IN BRITAIN NOW 


LONDON, Jan. 23 (UP)—Only 
60 persons in Great Britain have 
net incomes of more than £6000 
($16,800) a year after paying their 
taxes, the Government reported 
today. The population of Britain 
is more than 50,300,000. 

The Commissioners of Inland 
Revenue said that before taxes 
were deducted, 2000 persons had 
incomes of more than £20,000 
($56,000) and 9000 had more than 
£10,000 ($28,000), . 

The report disclosed that the 
number of persons with gross in- 
comes exceeding £2000 ($5600) a

MAN DROPS FROM 
HOTEL GTH FLOOR 
TO FIREMEN’S NET 


Guest From Pontiac, III., 
Suffers Back Injury — 
Throws Out Lamps Be- 


fore Plunge. 


As a crowd of 200 persons 
watched, Elmer E. Vail, a Pontiac 
(Ill.) lawyer, climbed through the 
window of his sixth-floor room at 
the Warwick Hotel today, clung 
briefly to the sill by his finger- 
tips and then let go. 

He struck a projection, bounced 
out from the building and landed 
on the edge of a rescue net, 
wrenching it from the grip of 15 
firemen and bystanders in a park- 
ing lot below. The net broke his 
fall but he suffered a back injury. 
He did not lose consciousness. 

Firemen had been summoned to 
the hotel at 1428 Locust street at 
9 o’clock, about 20 minutes before 
he jumped. He had smashed the 
windows of Room 652 and refused 
to open the locked door for hotel 
employes or police. 

An aerial ladder was being 
backed into place in the parking 
lot on the east side of the hotel, 
under his room, to remove him, 
when he suddenly appeared at 
the window and threw out a 
table lamp, floor lamp and dres- 
ser drawer.

Firemen then rushed the can- 
vas rescue net to a point beneath 
the window, getting it into posi- 
tion seconds before Vail climbed 
out and dropped. 

He was wearing trousers and 
a shirt but no shoes or socks. 

Sat. Arthur Zick of Central Dis- 
trict said Vail told him, when the 
officer responded to the hotel’s 
call, They're after me now.” 
Zick replied, I'm a police officer 
in uniform and I’m here to help 
you.” 

Vail then told the officer, Go 
to the lobby—I’ll call you on the 
phone.” Zick summoned firemen 
when Vail failed to telephone the 
lobby. | 

Police officers tried repeatedly 
by calling through the locked 
door to persuade Vail nöt to 
jump. The hook-and-ladder truck

“Aldermen are subjected to the 
pressure of the various interests 
in their wards,” Albanese con- 
tinued. “If the plan is offered in 
a series of separate ordinances, it 
will mean objections on the part 
of various groups and individuals 
in each area affected by that 
particular ordinance and the over- 
all effectiveness of the plan will 
be lost.” 

In Albanese’s opinion, the 
plan ought to be studied by the 
Mayor's traffic commission 
after approval sent to the Board 
of Public Service and the City 
Plan Commission for indorse- 
ment. Not before then, should it 
be introduced in the Board of 
Aldermen, he said. 

Frank J. McDevitt, president of 
the Board of Public Service, ex- 
pressed general agreement with 
Albanese in his views on the plan. 

Detailed studies of jhe traffic 
relief plan will be made imme- 
diately by the Mayor’s Traffic 
Commission, chairman Frank Kriz 
said today. 

He pointed out that the pro- 
posed plan was “very much along 
the same lines as that being pre- 
pared by the commission,” and 
that the chamber’s plan “is a 
good plan.” 

There are specific details which 
will have to be changed, he said, 
because the over-all plan of the 
chamber’s committee did not take 
into consideration problems which 
would be created by some streets 
which have varying widths along 
their lengths. 

Revised Plan to Be Presented. 

Kriz is director of the Depart- 
ment of Streets and Sewers which 
has. supervision over the city’s 
Traffic Division. He said his de- 
partment and the Traffic Division 
would study the proposed plan 
and revise it where necessary. 
This will then be presented to 
the Mayor’s Traffic Commission, 
an advisory body, for its study. 

Besides Kriz, members of this 
advisory body, are Traffic Com- 
missioner Charles G. Gonter, 
President Frank K. McDevitt of 
the Board of Public Service, Ald- 
erman Taylor and Major Raymond 
Dowling of the Police Depart- 
ment’s Traffic Division. 

This body will present the fi- 
nally revised plan to the Board of 
Aldermen with the recommenda- 
tion it be adopted, Kriz said. 

Chief of Police Jeremiah 
O'Connell. expressing general ap- 
proval of the pian, estimated the 
police traffic division would have 
to be augmented by 200 men to 
give the plan the enforcement it 
would require to be effective. The 
division now includes 182 men. 

Clark, in his speech, empha- 
sized that only rigid enforcement 
“without fear or favor” could in- 
sure success of the plan. 

If 200 men were added to the 
force, some would be probationary 
patrolmen at a starting salary of 
$290 a month, while some, prob- 
ably, would be transferred from 
other divisions and districts. Pa- 
trolmen receive $320 a month.

EISENHOWER AND CABINET 
HOLD FIRST FORMAL SESSION 


Participants Observe Rule of Silence, Won't 
.. Even Mention to Reporters General 
Subjects Under Discussion. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 23 (AP)— 
President Eisenhower and his 
Cabinet held their first formal 
meeting today—a two hour and 


10 minute session from which the 
new Administration's high com- 
mand departed under orders not 
to talk. 

Vice President Nixon told re- 
porters it is the understanding 
that there will be no mention, 
even of general subject matters, 
about what happens in Cabinet 
meetings. 

Nixon did say, however, that 
there will be a meeting of Re- 
publican legislators and the 
President some time next week. 
He said the date has not been set. 
First out of the cabinet meeting 
today was Mrs. Oveta Culp Hob- 
by, Federal Security Administra- 
tor. 

“How was your first cabinet 
meeting?” a reporter asked. 
She smiled, waggled a shushing 
finger in front of her lips and 
replied: 

“Don’t do that to me.”

The 39-year-old duke, one of 
Britain’s richest peers, brought 
legal action to evict the duchess 
from Floors Castle at Kelso, Jed- 
burgh, where each has a separate 
private telephone. He has invoked 
an ancient Scottish law that a 
wife lives in her husband’s house 
at his discretion. 

The duchess will fight the ac- 
tion in an effort to stay in her 
wing of the castle.

GENERAL MOTORS STOCK DOWN 
500 ON DAY'S TRADING 


NEW YORK, Jan. 23 (AP)— 
General Motors common stock lost 
50 cents a share on the New York 
Stock Exchange today on total 
sales of 9700 shares. Turnover in 
G.M. was 8400 shares in yester- 
day’s five and one-half hour ses- 
sion. 

The stock, in the spotlight be- 
cause of the overnight disclosure 
that its former president, Charles 
E. Wilson, had agreed to dispose 
of his holdings, opened on a block 
of 1800 shares at $68.25, un- 
changed and subsequently drifted 
to $67.50. Later it recovered 
slightly and closed at $67.75.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 23 (AP) 
— The Army announced today 
that Gen. James A. Van Fleet, 
Eighth Army commander in Ko- 
rea, will be retired on March 31. 
He will be succeeded by Lt. Gen. 
Maxwell D. Taylor. ; 

Taylor, a native of Keytesville, 
Mo., is the present deputy chief 
of staff for operations and admin- 
istration of the Army. He is to 
leave in a few days for Japan. 

After a briefing at Gen. Mark 
W. Clark’s Far East command 
headquarters, Taylor will go to 
Korea to visit units at the front 
before Van Fleet comes home, 
probably sometime early next 
month. 

Van Fleet would have been re- 
tired automatically on the 3ist 
of this.month, but former Army 
Secretary Frank Pace extended 
his service to March 31, so that 
President Eisenhower would have 


further if he wished. 

The 60-year-old Van Fleet is a 
West Point classmate of President 
Eisenhower, with 37 years of com- 
missioner service. He took charge 
of the Eighth Army in the shake-~- 
up which followed President Tru- 
man’s removal of Gen. Douglas 
MacArthur from the top com- 
mand in the Far East. 

Van Fleet's views on conduct 
of the Korean war got into the 
1952 political campaign when his 
wife turned over to candidate 
Eisenhower a copy of a letter 
from her husband advocating a 
doubling.of the Republic of Korea 
army to 10 divisions. The letter 
said he had not received approval 
o fthe plan from Washington. 

Eisenhower had advocated, 
during the campaign, a greater 
use of South Korean troops in 
the battlelines and he used the 
Van , Fleet letter. The Truman 
administration replied that it was 
already busy expanding and train- 
ing the Korean forces. 


Democrats Fumble Resignation, 


Democrat Francis P. Whitehair, 
his letter of resignation apparent- 
ly gone astray, was still Under 
Secretary of the Navy today.

Tells of Hijacked Furs. 

Smith testified that a valuable 
load of hijacked furs once wound 
up in the hands of the Jersey 
gang whose leaders were officials 
in the longshoremen's union. 

Smith said he and his mob hid 
out in Cliffside Park after a gun 
fight with the Dunn outfit in 1935 
and that Police Chief Borrell 
{then known as Borelli) told the 
gangsters they could stay in Cliff- 
side Park “as long as we didn’t do . 
anything.“ They left shortly. 
however, after Borrell tipped 
them off that the FBI was look - 
ing for them. 

Borrell denied Smith's testi- 
mony last night at his home and 
said he never had heard of the 
Witness. 

The erime commission also 
questioned Patrick (Packy) Con- 
nolly, executive vice president of 
the International Longshoremen's 
Association, and next in command 
to Joseph P. Ryan, life-time presi- 
dent, and then heard from five 
other witnesses varying accounts 
of a squeeze play by “the Bowers 
mob” against a small firm of pub- 
lic loaders which cost the firm 
$75,000 in two and a half years. 

The money was paid apparently 
to Allied Stevedoring,- run by 
Mickey Bowers, by the John 
White Co. for the loan of ma- 
chines to load newsprint onto 
trucks but it was obvious from 
the testimony that Allied had cut 
itself in for half of the company’s 
profit for the privilege of allow- 
ing them to. operate at west side 
piers. 

Merely ‘Fights in Salons.’ 

Connolly defended the role of 
the Bowers boys in the affairs of 
the “Pistol local”—Local 824 of 
which Connolly is president. He 
denied that the series of murders 
that occurred at the time the 
Bowerses seized control was due 
to any dock violence. He at- 
tributed the killings to “fights in 
saloons.” 

‘The Crime Commission has fig- 
ures purporting to show that Con- 
nolly got $1850 in gifts between 
1947 ani 1951 from steamship and 
stevedoring firms that employ his 
—— members. Connolly denied 


Smith, a gray haired man of 45, 
said his career on the docks began 
in 1935 after release from a fed- 
eral penitentiary when he and 
three friends took over a pier by 
chasing away “a couple of guys 
named the Dillon brothers.” He 
and his partners did no work but 
“collected the pay” of 13 men at 
$80 each every week. All three 
partners were later murdered, he 
added. 

Smith was wounded several 
times in scrapes with members of 
the Dunn gang. When he re- 
turned to the waterfront in 1941 
after serving a jail sentence he 
said he found Dunn and his men 
in charge so “I went into the sign 
painting business.”

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He Built the World's Biggest Store 


Oddly enough there was a “Charles E. Wilson 
case” in the administration of the only other 
professional soldier to become President in the 
last century—Gen. Ulysses 8. Grant. He was 
Alexander Turney Stewart, appointed Secretary 
of the Treasury in 1869, confirmed for the post 
by the Senate, but never actually seated because 
of the 1789 law which prohibited the Treasury 
head from holding interests in business. 

Stewart, who is described by the Dictionary 
of American Biography as “a small, wiry, active 
man with sharp features, keen blue eyes, and 
reddish-sandy hair,” was a business genius and 
nothing short of it. He was born in County An- 
trim, Ireland, and came to New York when he 
was about 17. He soon got into the business of 
importing Irish linens and opened a hole-in-the- 
wall shop on lower Broadway. It was the first of 
a series of ever larger stores. 

When the panic of 1837 hit, Stewart bought 
the stocks of merchants who had failed. These 
he turned into good profits as times improved. 
Meanwhile he developed a canniness in watch- 
ing the market and changing fashions. In 1846 
he built a marble-faced building in which he 
established both wholesale and retail businesses 
and four years later he extended it into the 
largest merchandising business in New York. In 
the midst of the Civil War he built a new build- 
ing of steel and stone, eight stories high and 
covering an entire block. It cost the vast sum of 
$2,750,000 and, with its 2000 employes, was the 
largest store in the world. 

Stewart made a practice of paying cash and 
selling on credit. As his business grew he be- 
came a controller of many enterprises, including 
mills and factories for silk, woolen goods, blank- 
ets, ribbons, thread and carpets. His offices and 
warehouses reached into England, Ireland, 
France, Germany and Switzerland. On the 
side he took over several hotels, the Globe 
Theater and Niblo’s Garden. He built the “model 
town” of Garden City on Long Island for people 
of modest income. 

A career like this—and the foregoing only 
hits the high spots—caused Alexander Turney 
Stewart to appear to President Grant as an ideal 
Secretary of the Treasury. Hence the appoint- 
ment in .1869. To make Stewart eligible a reso- 


lution was introduced at Grant’s behest to re- 


peal the 1789 law. Moreover Stewart offered to 
turn his business over to trustees and give its 
profits to charity. But the controversy stirred 
up so much feeling that Grant decided against 
seating Stewart in the Cabinet. He named 
George S. Boutwell “to fill a vacancy.” 

Stewart's career was an active one up to the 
end and even afterward. Two years after burial, 
his coffin was stolen out of a churchyard and 
held for ransom. Finally two years after that a 


reward was paid, the remains were returned and

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County Health Predicament 
St. Louis county’s health program faces start- 
ling alternatives. Either it will receive more tax 
support or it will cease to exist by the end of 


the year. . 


The county came to this plight because state 
law limits its tax rate for health purposes to 4 
cents on $100 assessed valuation. With this tax 
Health Department revenue would fall $114,000 
short of supporting even the present health pro- 
gram. 

So the County Council has made two deci- 
sions. First, it is asking the Legislature to ap- 
prove a tax limit of 10 cents—though the full 
amount may not have to be levied. Sixteen other 
counties have such Aüthority, and one of the 
fastest-growing, wealthiest counties in the state 
certainly ought to have It. 

Meanwhile the council is gambling on getting 
the tax increase. It has aythorized the Health 
Department to continue its present operations 
as long as possible. Rationing the available funds 
for the whole year would have meant curtailing 
40 per cent of the county's health services, and 
these are none too adequate now. 

The council's decision means that the Health 
Department will be without funds by fall, unless 
permission ig granted for a higher tax rate. Sure- 
ly the Legislature will not leave St. Louis county 
in this desperate predicament. 
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A Message for Some Guests 

St. Louis is host currently to the first annual 
program meeting of the Council on Social Work 
Education. This has brought to the city teachers 
of social work problems and methods from all 


over the country. There is special appropriateness. . 


in St. Louis as the first meeting place not only 
because of the high standing of the George War- 


ren Brown School of Social Work at Washington 


University and the School of Social Service at 
St. Louis University, but also because of the pio- 
neering in this field by Frank J. Bruno, now 
retired. 

A review of the topics on the program shows 
that many problems are under discussion. But 
we suspect that no professional problem of train- 
ing or technique will be more important than the 
issue of freedom dealt with by President Me- 
Cluer of Lindenwood College. “If education is to 
meet its obligation to strengthen freedom, it 
must be free itself,” said Dr. McCluer. “If we 
let ourselves be frightened into silence, restric- 
tive laws will strangle education and the grey 
smog of fear will smother it to death.” 

To the stanch witness for freedom which 
President McCluer offers, we add today that of 
President George N. Shuster, which appears in 
the Mirror of Public Opinion. Dr. Shuster wrote 
only to his own faculty members at Hunter Col- 
lege, but we should like to think that his words 
will be read at other colleges and universities.

28 YEARS IN CONGRESS 


Served as Foreign Affairs 
Chairman and as Delegate 
to United Nations. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 23 (AP)— 
Former Representative Charles 
A. Eaton (Rep.), New Jersey, one- 
time chairman of the House For- 
eign Affairs Committee, died to- 
day. He was 84 years old. 

Mr. Eaton died at 2:30 a.m. at 
his Washngton apartment. He had 
been in failing health -for some 
time and chose not to run for 
re-election last year. He com- 
pleted his fourteenth consecutive 
term in Congress Jan. 3. 

He was a delegate to the found- 
conference of the United Na- 
tions in 1945 and later served as 
a United States Delegate to the 
United Nations. 

He was chairman of the For- 
eign Affairs Committee in the Re- 
publican-controlled Eightieth 
Congress of 1947-48. 

He was born in Nova Scotia in 
March 1868, and came to the 
United States as a young men. 
He became a naturalized citizen 
of the United States in 1895. 
His home in New Jersey was at 
Inwatchung, Somerset county. 

Before entering politics, Mr. 
Eaton was a prominent Baptist 
churchman. He was graduated 
from.the Newton Theological In- 
stitute of Massachusefts in 1893, 
and served pastorates in Natick, 
Mass.: Toronto, Canada, and 
Cleveland, O., and New York. 

In World War I he headed the 
national service section of the 
United States Shipping Board 
Emergency Fleet Corp. Repub- 
lican leaders of Somerset county 
urged him to run for Congress in 
1924 and he was re-elected every 
time he ran. 

A staunch supporter of the bi- 
partisan approach to foreign pol- 
icy, he worked closely during and 
after World War II with the late 
Senator Arthur Vandenberg of 
Michigan. 

Mr. Eaton frequently was called 
in for consultation on foreign pol- 
icy by the late President Franklin 
D. Roosevelt. 

When he was chosen as a mem- 
ber of the first American delega- 
tion to the United Nations confer- 
ence at San Francisco, Mr. Eaton

ROBBED OF $90,000 


Manager, Customer Are 
Struck in Holdup of Branch 
by 4 Armed Men. 


BIRMINGHAM, Ala., Jan. 23 
(AP) — Four armed, unmasked 
men robbed a west side branch 
bank of an estimated $50,000 to- 


day. 

Officers of the First National 
Bank’s west end branch, who 
made the estimate of the loss, 
said the large amount of cash 
was on hand to meet payrolls in 
that section. He said the robbers 
took “everything but the silver.” 

Manager L. H. Brice said he 
was sitting at his desk talking 
with a customer when he saw 
two of the robbers rush into the 
lobby and leap over a cage into 
his semi-private office.

York and Washington either pass- 
ing the hat or battling for revised 
terms of reference so that his out- 
fit could operate. Few of UNKRA’s 
staff of 250 have ever seen him. 

This tardy start means that only 
a bare beginning has been made 
on the reconstruction of South 
Korea. 

The one outstanding result in 
the whole civil affairs picture has 
been in public health. There has 
been no epidemic, thanks to the 
fine work of the U.N. Civil Affairs 
Commission in Korea (UNCACK), 
which is directly under Army con- 
trol, unlike the wholly civilian 

NKRA. 

UNCACK also has direct re- 
sponsibility for preventing starva- 

on and unrest. Starvation has 
been checked, but most of the 
21,000,000 Koreans are getting 
barely enough to eat, and the 
the food situation is likely to re- 
main critical. 

Aé a result of the bad rice har- 
vest, Korea has a net shortage of 
800,000 tons of grain. The Army’s 
initial plan was to bring in only 
350,000 tons. South Korea has 
funds to buy another 200,000 tons, 
and UNKRA is shipping 50,000 
tons, mostly barley. 

That leaves 200,000 tons yet to 
be found—a difficult task in view 
of the world rice shortage. 

Charges of Leakage. 

Some critics insist there is 

enough food in Korea provided it 


is properly distributed and not Siti 


hoarded or stolen. They contend 
there is a 20 per cent “leakage” 
from the time foodstuffs is un- 
loaded to the time it reaches the 
consumer. The Army angrily de- 
nies this, calling the theft stories 
“grossly exaggerated.” 

It is generally conceded Pres- 
dent Rhee is honest, and although 
many State Department hands 
wax indignant over his strong-arm 
methods of de- ling with political 
opposition, Gen. Clark is deter- 
mined to go along with him be- 
cause the crusty old patriarch is 
a symbol of anti-Com mist Ro- 
rea and because he has subordi- 
nated his army to the U.N. Com- 
mand. 


Rhee has had one major scrape 
with Gen. James V. Van Fleet, 
Eighth Army commander. This 
came during the political ‘crisis 
last spring when Rhee declared 
martial law in Pusan and orde~>d 
the South Korean Army Chief of 
Staff, Gen. Lee Chong Chan, to 
send troops. 


Since martial law had not been 
requested by the U.N. Command, 
Gen. Lee refused, explaining that 
his troops were under the opera- 
tional command of Gen. Van Fleet. 
President Rhee then ordered the 
removal of Gen. Lee, but Gen. 
Van Fleet, in a dramatic meeting 
with the President, upheld Gen. 
Lee and refused to dismiss him. 

Clash With State Department. 

A politicsl crisis also brought 
Rhee into a clash with the State 
Department. The Voice of Ameri- 
ca broadcasts over Radio Pusan 
were suspended for several days, 
and Rhee forced the recall of a 
United States Army psychological 
warfare officer who was running 
the station. 

A more recent embarrassment 
has been the violently anti-Jap- 
anese propaganda which the Rhee 
government tries to slip into local 
news broadcasts of Radio Pusan. 
These are generally toned down 
and occasionally thrown away. 

It was hoped that Rhee would 
temper his hatred of Japan after 
his January visit to Tokyo as guest 
of Gen. Clark. 

These brushes with Rhee should 
not obscure the fact that the U.N. 
has fiddled around for two years 
and generally botched the civil 
welfare job 

Of course, there is a good alibi 
in the fact that UNKRA was 
launched prematurely at the time 
of General of the Army Douglas 
MacArthur’s abortive “home by 
Christmas” offensive during which 
it appe that a quick military 
triumph Would liberate all Korea.

The initial hearing, he said, will 
jconcern “several” individuals who 
formerly were associated with 
subversive groups while, at the 
sume time, they taught at univer- 


es. 

Velde did not name the univer- 
sities and said the committee 
agreed that “no individual college 
or university would be investi- 
gated as such. 

He added that the committee 
had received information that has 
aroused its curiosity about indi- 
viduals who are now teaching in 
elementary schools. “They will 
be investigated,” said Velde.
